Owners That Shipping Is Now Safe to the East, 
For Germanys Navy Is Being Kept Busy. 


(Capital Leased Wire) 

London, Aug. 7. (6 a.m.)—It was announced here at 1:35 this morning that the Brit- 
ish fleet has engaged the German ships on the high seas. According to one report the 
Gerniins are being driven toward the coast of Holland under the terrific rain of 
{ons of shot and shell from the big guns of Sir John Jellicoe’s battleships. 

The many persistent circumstantial reports of the naval fight suggest that the rumor has 
a basis of truth. Incoming fishing boats brought the first cohesive stories of fighting to 
Lowestoft. The fishermen said they had seen a lively ‘scrap between two destroyers. 
After that there was a succession of reports from east coast towns that orders had been 
issued for the preparation of hospitals. 

A ship owner at Whitby has anounced that he has been informed that a great battle 
has been fought and 19 German warships have been sunk. The people of Hull, Grimsby 
and Harwich are convinced of the truth of this reported battle and have been straining 
their eyes seaward but have seen nothing. There is great excitement all along the east 
coast. Kirkwall reports prolonged firing to the eastward. The Orkneys and Kirkcaldy 
make similar reports, and say that the firing appeared to be off the Firth of Forth. 

Official confirmation of these reports, however, is entirely lacking. 

London, Aug. 7.—(3:40 a.m.)—A despatch to the Daily News from Newcastle says 
that a wireless received at South Shields shortly before midnight states that the British 
fleet engaged the German high seas’ fleet in a heavy battle off the South Dogger banks. 

After. a general engagement along the battle line, which extended for many miles and in 
which many ships on both sides took part, the German fleet wis beaten back and moved in 
the direction of the coast of Holland. 

It is now believed that the German fleet is completely hemmed in the eastern side of the 
North sea. 

All the rest of the sea is in the control of the British fleets. Support for this conten- 
tion is found in the official permission given to fishing trawlers to leave the Tyne ports, 
those of the Humber and other east coast fishing centers for the fishing grounds today. 
This had been forbidden for two days. 

The surgeon in charge of the South Shields hospital received a wireless message last 
night asking what accommodation he had for the wounded. He replied that he could take

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Gloom Over

row Wilson, wife of the president of the 
United States died at the White House 
at 6 o'clock yesterday afternoon. Death 
came after a brave strugele of months 
against Bright’s disease, with compl- 
cations 

The president was completely un- 
nerved by the shock and his grief was 
heart-rending, He bore up well under 
the strain, however, and devoted him- 
self to his duties. 

The end came while Mrs, Wilson was 
unconscious. Her jliness took a turn 
for the worse shortly before 1 o'clock 
in the afternoon and froin then on she 
grew gradually weaker, Kneeling at 
the bedside at the end were the pre- 
sident and thelr three daughters. Dr. 
C. Greyson, U.S.N , and a nurse were 
in the room, and just outside a door 
were Secretary McAddo and Francise 
Sayer, Mr. Wilson's son-in-law and 
Mr. Tumulty, his secretary. 


Both Houses Adjourn. 


Both houses of congress adjourned 
when Mrs. Wilson's death was an- 
nounced, The beginning of the end 
came at 160 o'clock yesterday morning 
when Dr I}. Davis of Philadelphia, 
who had been called in for consultation, 
realized that the time for hope had 
passed, In a broken voice he told the 
president, Mr. Wilson's face blanched, 
but he bore the shock well. He was 
informed that the end was only a ques- 
tion of hours 

During the day Mrs. Wilson spoke 
fo Dr, Grayson about the president 
whose health she thought more about 
than about her own, 

“Promise me,” she whispered faintly, 
“if I go, you will take care of my hus- 
band.” 

It was the same touch of devotion 
which she had so many times repeated 
in her constant anxiety that the pre- 
sident should not worry about her or 
be disturbed in his official tasks, 

Sank Into Sleep. 

At 2 o'clock Mrs Wilson was still 
conscious but her strength had all de- 
parted and a few minutes later she 
sank into the sleep of unconsciousness 
from which she never awoke, 

Just at the hour of five death came. 
The president and his daughters were 
in tears, Secretary Tumulty walked 
slowly to the executive offices, his head 
bowed, Quietly he announced to the 
correspondents that the end had come, 
A pall of gloom settled over the execu- 
live mansion and the offices. Presently 
Dr, Grayson with his face haggard and 
worn from day and night vigil, came to 
the offices. There was an impressive 
silence everywhere. Secretaries, at- 
taches, clerks and servants seemed 
overcome. 

Vice-president Marshall and mem- 
bers of the cabinet and leaders in con- 
gress were notified The flag on the 
White House was drooped, gates were 
closed and the silence of death spread 
over the executive mansion for the first 
time since 1892 when Mrs. Benjamin 
Harrison passed away, 

Place of Burial. 

Funeral arrangements have not yet 
been made. The place of burial will 
be either Rome, Ga., her birth place, or 
Princeton, N. J., where the family has 
lived for 25 years.

Shipping Now Safe, 
London, Aug. 7.—A dispatch to the Press Association from South Shields says that ship owners on 
the Tyne have received information from the admiralty that they may send their vessels anywhere in the 
North Sea by daylight as the British fleet got into touch with the German on the high seas. 


Battle Likely Today. 

Buenos Ayres, Aug. 7.—The British cruiser Glasgow and the German cruiser Bremen were sighted 
off the Brazilian coast yesterday. A battle between the two warships is believed likely today. The 
Brazilian government has hurried the scout cruisers Rio Grande, Dosul and Bahan to Santos to preserve 
the nation’s neutrality.

Bismarck tells in his memoirs of how the Germans 
jockeyed upon that occasion to thrust France into the position 
of making the declaration of war, and points out that in doing 
so he was looking ahead to the favorable position this cir- 
cumstance would place them in when the time came for 
negotiating the treaty of peace. The incidents of last week 
show that the Kaiser attempted to duplicate this finesse of 
Bismarck’s, but lacking the genius of Bismarck and the cir- 
cumstances being different, he failed to force France into the 
position of being the country blameable for the commence- 
ment of hostilities. Then the French were possessed by the 
war mania and were carried away with the belief that they 
could wipe out the Prussian army. Now France has no such 
mania and although she has prepared for years for the inevit- 
aple struggle she has been loath to launch it and evidently is 
carried away by no false confidence. France is in a much 
better nosition to meet the Germans today than in the disas- 
trous campaign of 1870. 

In the planning of his campaign, also, the Kaiser has 
followed very closely the methods of Moltke. In the Franco- 
Prussian war Moltke sent three divisions across the French 
frontier, one in the north, one in the centre and one in the 
south. In the present campaign, so far as the dispatches 
indicate, the Kaiser is attempting to duplicate this perform- 
ance exactly. But his advance guard of the northern army, 
going this time by way of Belgium, has met an unexpected 
resistance on the part of the Belgians at Liege and his plans, 
so far, have been frustrated. | What success the advances 
attempted by the central army at Nancy and the southern 
army which is attempting to cross the French frontier in the 
neighborhood of the Swiss border will have remains to be 
seen. Their efforts up to date, however, in whatever little 
skirmishes have been fought, have, apparently been highly 
unsuccessful for the Germans. 

Between the war of 1870 and the present war there is 
this gigantic difference so far as Germany is concerned, that 
whereas in 1870 Germany fought France alone, the Kaiser’s 
army of today is fighting almost the whole of Europe. This 
present war is upon an entirely new basis. New forces are 
being engaged, new fighting machinery employed and new 
methods of warfare adopted. The generals whom the Kaiser 
is attempting to imitate had no Belgian army to hold him up, 
no hostile Switzerland ready to fall upon his flank, no British 
navy to fight, no wav with Russia, and no Scandinavian 
nations ready to fall upon him at a moments’ notice, His one 
ally, Austria, has evidently more than she can do to hold off 
Servia and keep her people from revolution, and Italy appears 
to have gone back upon him, 

The plans of Bismarck and Moltke were plans made for 
the war in which they were then engaged. The attempt to 
apply them to the present war will undoubtedly be the Kaiser’s 
undoing, 

The Kaiser is living in the past. The war is the Kaiser's 
war. The great bulk of the people of his own country have 
very little sympathy with him or his war. He and his institu- 
tions are a blockade in the path of human progress which 
must be removed, The finish, quite probably, will be a 
German republic, The safety of a republic lies in the fact 
that it cannot be thrust into a war by a single maniac.

BRITAIN’S FIGHT TO PRESERVE 
ONE THOUSAND YEARS OF LIBERTY. 


The action of the liberal convention in Calgary in waiy- 
ing all questions of politics and limiting itself in one single 
resolution intended to show that in such an emergency there 
is no longer any partizanship in Canada but a united front to 
the enemy is one which will command itself to Canadians of 
all parties, 

Canadians, in times of peace, may hold differences of 
opinion as to whether they should be governed at Ottawa, as 
to whether it is better for the country that the government at 
Ottawa shall be liberal or conservative, but they are of one 
mind that it shall not be ruled from Vienna or Berlin. 

Canadians enjoy the freest institutions in the world, and 
their government is the most closely representative, the claims 
of the various republics to the c6ntrary notwithstanding. 
Canada’s laws guarantee every man security from secret ac- 
cusation and a public trial. They offer every man a vote, 
giving him an opportunity to exercise a voice in the making 
of her laws and the framing of her institutions. Canada 
compels no man to take up arms or wear a uniform, but is one 
of the few countries in the world where military service, in 
times of peace or war, is absolutely voluntary. Canada’s 
government is open at all times to criticism, and Canadian 
newspapers have absolute liberty to say what they choose in 
commendation or condemnation of any public servant’s public 
acts. Canada extends by right of law no privilege to any one 
class of citizens which may not be generally enjoyed by all. 
And Canada is making greater progress in the matter of human 
liberty than any other country in the world today. 

All these things Canada enjoys, and not one of them 
Germany enjoys. Germany is not governed by a free parlia- 
ment, but by an autocracy. Her laws guarantee no security 
to the humble citizen, but on the contrary arrest may be made 
without warrant in Germany, prisoners may be held indefinite- 
ly without bail, counsel may be refused and government of- 
ficers and military may be debarred from testimony by the 
courts, Germany has no habeas corpus, Germany's fran- 
chise Jaws are a travesty upon justice, giving electors of one 
class two, three or four times the power of electors of another 
class and denying others all rights to vote or participate in the 
law-making process. Germany takes three of the best years 
out of the life of every man for soldiery, compulsorily, and 
counts every man a soldier who is required to bear arms when 
called upon to do so by aa autocratic authority. German

Organized baseball and especially the 
major leagues will not look back on 
1914 as a year of golden harvests, With 
midsummer rapidly approaching re- 
ports from all parts of the country are 
to the effect that attendance figures 
are not up to the usual standard, The 
reasons assigned for this unusual state 
of gate receipts are extremely varied. 
The advent of the Federal league ts 
not generally given. as a contributing 
cause, and it is known that the new 
organization is not any better support- 
ed than the older organizations, One 
authority, who, owing to his position, 
has access to the returns, said re- 
cently: 

Feels Business Depression, 

“T attribute the falling off of attend- 
ance to the general dulness {n business. 
Baseball is like any other attraction 
ore depends upon the public for sup- 

or It feels business depression and 
F receipts are an accurate barometer 
of financial conditions, I was recently 
told during a trip around the circuit 
that one city supporting a major league 
club had more than 17,000 untenanted 
houses due to the fact that many of 
the working class had left in search of 
other employment. Conditions I found 
to be the same to some extent in other 
cities. Baseball has its lean years and 
under the circumstances it is not sur- 
prising that we should hear com- 
plaints.” 

Readjustment Necessary 

The situation is one which readily 
lends itself to pessimistic and sen- 
sational reports but there is no thought 
on the part of those who have made 

baseball a life business of putting up 
the shutters. If itis found that a re- 
adjustment of certain circuits is necse- 
sary such changes will be made in due 
time. There is no tendency, however, 
to act on snap judgment, President 
Edward Barrow of the International 
\league voiced the general sentiment of 
organized baseball when he sald anent 
the subject: . 

“I am not prepared to say what 
future developments may arise or 
whether conditions may not ultimately 
demand a revision of the cirenit. But 
this T will say, and say most positively, 
no change is contemplated this season.

“Ruef has lost his privileges, not be- \ 
cause of the contents of his state- 
ment, but because he circumvented 
both the prison rules and the Penal 
Code in hoving {t made public before 
it was filed here as required.” 

Ruef retains his position as asstat- 
ant librarian of the prison, but he will 
not be allowed to receive visitors or
